FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEB. 15, 1899. 


The closing of another school year brings with it the necessity of 
submitting the following statistics and the annual report of your 
school board to your attention. 

We believe that good work has been done in the school room as a 
whole, that the teachers have been painstaking and thorough, and 
have had the best welfare of their pupils, mentally and morally, as 
their aim throughout the year, and as a result good progress has been 
made. 

In order to attain the very best results we need, not only thorough- 
ly equipped teachers, but we should provide for their use the very 
best appliances our means will command in the school room, and hay- 
ing done this, we, as parents, should keep ourselves well informed as 
to what our children are doing in and around the school house. 
While the discipline in the school room belongs to the teacher, and 
should be promply and wisely administered if occasion requires, yet, 
it would be required less frequently if the children understood that 
we required them to obey the rules of the school as well as the rules 
of the home, and were striving to do our part toward making the 
school a success. 

Slight repairs are needed more or lessin all the school houses, but the 
greatest need seems to be some thorough repairs at No. 1. The floor is 
in a bad condition and new school furniture is almost a necessity. 
We need only to test the seats and desks ourselves to understand 
how hard it is or the pupils to sit as quietly as order and attention to 
lessons demand.

REPORT OF PUBLIC LIBRAKS 


On the first of April, 1898, the treasurer had in his hands a balance 
of four cents ; June I, received from the town treasurer, $50.00; Oct. 
5, received from Mr. Edward S. Cragin, $2.00, and from the librarian: 
as fines, 22 cents. Sept. 3, sent to Jordan & Marsh, for a bill of 
books, $48.00; Sept. 10 paid Dumas & Co., for rebinding seven books, 
$2.10; Oct., paid $1.25 toJ. B. Heald, for a silver tag for the globe, 
engraved with the name of the donor, Hon. A. O. Miles; also, 60 
cents to H. W. Hayward, for 350 labels for books presented by the 
same donor, leaving a balance in the treasurer’s hands of 31 cents. 

There are now in the library 2,516 volumes. During the last year 
there were added to it 186 volumes. Of these 120 were purchased 
with the town appropriation ; Amory Heald gave 2; Miss Susanne Com- 
stock of New York, 1; Prof: C. F.-King, 75° Mo Ey ieee 
Hadley, 1; and Mrs. John Holt 27. The remaining were state and 
government publications. The library has been opened regularly as 
in former years, and the trustees speak with much pleasure of the 
faithful services of the new librarian, Mrs. May lL. Hayward.
